Willis R. Whitney, retired head of the 
General Electric Laboratories, 


He said that way of the great epoch- 


making inventions were discovered by 
ooking specifically for them. Scien- 
tists stumbled over them, often look- 
ing for something else. 


The Roentgen rays—X-rays which 


have played so amazing a role in medi- 
cine and engineering—were not dis- 
covered because someone realized we 
ought to have n means of looking 
through a man's body and observoing 
its defects. Roentgen was looking for 
something else. When he found the 
X-/ray it was good for looking through 
the teeth at hidden defects. 


Flying Began With Fly Wheels 


We did not learn to fly by working 


through a long series of inventions di- 
rected at that precise end. Flying be- 
came possible and indeed inevitable, 
Dr. Whitney told me, when the gaso- 
line motor was discovered, The 
who made that motor was not thinking 
about inventing flying. 


Radio was not discovered by men 


seeking directly for a means of distan 
communication or or broadcasting. 1 
was an accident. When Edison dis- 
covered the incandescent lamp he was 
deeply trouble by a glow which ap- 
peared neaer the base of the filamen 
in the lamp. He worked and others 
worked to get rid of that defect—they 
called it the Edison effect. 


They did not know it was radio they 


were trying to get rid of. For it is 
that phenomenon which led to radio 
when it was understood. It had ac- 
tually been discovered for years before 
anyone knew it. 


Curiosity Kills An Egg 


At the time I talked to Dr. Whitney 


he had just made a strange discovery 
He wasn't looking for it. He was ex- 
perimenting with electricity as a means 
of sli'm'ulating the growth of plants. < 
Out of mere curiosity lie subjected 
an egg to the small device he had con- 
structed. It killed the egg. So he 
thought perhaps he had found a means 
of killing insect pests. He put flics in 
a test tube and applied his current. 


The flies died. When he ran a cold 


air current through 
the, tube he 


found the flies came to life. Soon he 
discovered that what had happened 
to the flies was that the electricity had 
given them fever. In the end, what 
started out to be a means of stimulating

(The pres- 
ent city ofKairwan is the second hol- 
iest of the Moslem world; the pilgrim 
who cannot reach Mecca find his sat- 
isfaction at Kairwan.) 


For brief periods Tunis came under 


the domination of Sicily and Spain, 
and then in tlie 16th century was con- 
quered by Turkey, which allowed lo- 
cal -autonomy.

Argentina With U. S. 


LIMA, Peru.—(#>)—The north and 


south poles on Pan-Americanism—tlie 
United States and Argentina—seemed 
in agreement Sunday as the first week 
of the Pan-American Conference ex- 
ecutive work opened with prospects 
of attaining outstanding accords for 
preservation of peace and integrity in 
the New World. 


The two nations whose disagreements 
n the past have marred

'an-America'n conferences appeared 
hrough their represenatives, United 
States Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
and Argentine Foreign Minister Jose 
VTaria Cantilo, to be in agreement on 
most of the principles to be followed. 


The warm handshake, almost an em- 


brace, which Canilo gave Hull when 
the latter finished his speech 'Sun- 
day was deemed by delegates today 
.o be symbolic of a new feeling bc- 
.ween the two countries. Hull had 
joined Cantilo .and Dr. Carlos Concha, 
Peruvian foreign minister,-in proclaim- 
ing the need of a common front by 
the Americas against outside military 
or political invasion. 


Would Squelch Germans 


Tlie Brazilian delegation prepared a 


plan for submission to the Congress 
providing a declaration against any 
minority claiam which might be Vriade 
upon tlie Americas. The proposal ob- 
viously was designed against possible 
claims such as those by Czechoslo- 
vakia's Sudeten Germans which pre- 
ceded dismemberment of the European 
republic. 


The Brazilian delegation was said 


to have been inspired by fears caused 
by the existence in Brazil of a minori- 
ty movement among the German pop- 
ulation of Rio Grande do Sul and Santa 
Catharina. In those states there arc 
cominVunities where only the German 
language is spoken. There are approx- 
imately 500,000 Germans in Rio Grande

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Democracy Not Inefficient As Its Critics Maintain 
The commonest excuse for a dictalorshio is that it gets things done. De- 


mocracy is fine in theory, say the totalitarians, but it is inefficient. It sub- 
stitutes talk for action, and it just can't function p-nperly in a complex and 
problem-laden world like the present. 


'So it is a pretty good idea to look at the record now and then and see 


how things do get done in a democracy. It just happens that democracy's 
actual record of achievement is nothing to be ashamed of; it also happens that 
this habit of talking everything over ai great length is an essential part of the 
machinery by which things get done. 


A recent bulletin from the Maternity Center Association of New York 


points out.that our American democracy has been quietly but steadily solving 
one of its most difficult and pressing problems—the needless waste of life of 
mothers and children in childbirth. 


For two decades or more the maternity death rate in America remained at 


ft shockingly high level. The science of obstetrics- was making rapid strides, 
Nit America's material death rate was the highest in the civilized world. For 
one reason and another, mothers simply weren't getting the care they needed. 


People began calling attention to this. Newspaper and magazine articles 


were written, public herJth authorities made speeches—the democracy, in other 
words, began to talk. But there is one thing the critics of democracy forget 
.to. mention when they denounce this habit of talking: sooner or later, the talk 
has an effect. People listen to it and are storred to action. And so it was in 
this case. 


The medical, profession studied the problem. It found that a part of the 


blame was its own. Poor medical training was responsible for some of these 
deaths; poorly managed and poorly equipped hospitals were responsible for 
others; shortcomings on the part of individual doctors and nurses were re- 
sponsible for still others. 


So the profession went to work to remedy matters. County medical so- 


cieties offered special training for doctors doing obstetrics. Steps to im- 
prove the teaching of this science in the medical schools were taken. New 
maternity .clinics were opened. The care given mothers in hospitals was im- 
proved. 
' 


What has been the result The bulletin from the Maternity Center Associa- 
tion gives the answer: 


_ 
"The maternity death rate is no longer stagnant. It is falling steadily and 


in many states is falling rapidly. In New Jersey and Rhode Island, where this 
co-operation and self-criticism has reached its peak, the material death rate is 
far below the national rate." 


This problem was extremely complex and involved; the last sort of prob- 


lem, one would say, that a democracy could hope to handle successfully. Yet 
1*|s beifg solved, and the job is being done in the typical democratic manner— 
.through- self-criticism and cooperation. For democracy is not, after all 
quite as inefficient and slipshod as its critics like to maintain

The modern treat- 
nent of diabetes involves the use of 
liet and insulin ,-. not only the old 
rvsulin but also the new type of in- 
ulin which is called protamine zinc 
nsulm. The chief advantage of prot- 
mine zinc insulin is its usefulness 
n mild cases, and the fact that it bring 
he patient closer to normal living, 
ecause usually it needs to be taken 
nly once a day. 
Diet is still an integul part of the 


treatment of diabetes. Control of the 
diet need not be a highly complicated 
or complex matter. 
The 
diabetic 


diet is simple. As pointed out by J>. 
E.P. Joslin. the doctor merely needs 
to elarn the patient's usual diet, and 
then make the simple adjustment that 
arenecessary to meet the special needs 
of rjis condition. 


Patients with diabetes frequently 


do not die of diabetes itself, but rather 
of 
the serious complications. 
The 


most serious complication of diabetes 
is diabetic coma in which the patient 
becomes unconsious and dies unless 
immediate treatment is gjven. The pa- 
tient must learn first of all to pre- 
vent the onset of coma by learning ex- 
actly what to do if he feels suddenly 
weak. 
The first step is the giving 


of insulin, and the second step is the 
giving of enough fluids and salt, but 
obviously any patient who has ggne 
into a coma should be taken imme- 
diately to a hospital. In the hospital 
everything for determining the extent 
and character of his condition is avail- 
able. 
Once there were two classes of people 
rartciullarly who died of diabetes- 
namely, children and prospective mot-' 
hers.

The present rural electrification pro- 


gram will send power into 53 of Ar- 
kansas' 75 counties over more than 
7,000 miles of lines, Lee H. Garland, 
secretary of the Hempstead County 
Farm Bureau, has been advised by 
Executive Secretary. Waldo Frasier 
of the Arkansas Form Bureau Federa- 
tion. 


"All proposed 
rural 
power pro- 


jects in Arkansas were reviewed at a 
series of conferences held in Little 
Rock last week, at which representa- 
tives of the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration were present," "Mr. Gar- 
land said. The meetings were ar- 
ranged by the Arkansas Farm Bureau, 
the Agricultural Extension Service, 
and the State Department of Public 
Utilities. 


Between 5.000 and 6,000 miles of pro- 


posed rural lines to be built at a cost 
of approximately 56.000,000 is Arkan- 
sas 
answer to REA Administrator 


John M. Carmody's challenge when he 
visited Arkansas last July that there 
was $7,000,000 available for this slate 
if the farmers would "Get busy " Mr 
Frazier said. 


When C. O. Falkenwald, director of 


the REA examining division, visited 
Arkansas in early October the current 
rltral electrification program in this 
state was planned. 


"I was amazed at the progress you 


have made," Mr. Felkenwald said 'last 
week when he again visited Arkansas. 


You have covered the entire state 


thoroughly in six weeks. You have ac- 
complished what ordinarily would 
take several years to do. I assure you 
that the REA has watched your activ- 
ities with interest. 


"A week ago when Mr. Carmody was 


addressing a REA conference in Wash- 
ington he remarked that 'There is 
something new going on in the way of 
state cooperation. It is in Arkansas 
where they have worked out a new 
plan.

Monday that any congressional at- 
empt to remove all crop restrictions 
would fail as a result of the referenda 
approving cotton marketing controls 
but rejecting quotas for rice. 


Secretary Wallace, obviously pleas- 


ed, declared the cotton victory over- 
shadowed the rejections, anc! assured 
jermanence for the New Deal's con- 
rol policies. 
Virtually complete returns from Sat- 


urday's referenda were: 


Cotton quotas: For 948,789; against 


.80,156. Per cent for 84. 


Rice: for 3,509; against 3,874. .Per 
cent for 47.4. 


Tobacco Quotas Losr. 


WASHINGTON—(#)—Secretary Wai- 
ace Said Sunday night that results of 
Saturday's farm referenda, in which 
otton growers approved and rice and 
"lue-cured tobacco producers rejected 
marketing controls, signified perman- 
nce for the New Deal's farm program, 
le hailed a decisive vote for cotton 
marketing quotas as overshadowing 
defeats for sales restrictions on the 
other crops. 


"The national farm program as a 


whole, open to producers of all crops, 
vill go on," Wallace asserted. 


He contended that the tobacco and 


•ice rejections—first encountered un- 
der the present crop control law—re- 
lected a belief of many growers of 
hese commodities that their price and 
supply situations were not serious 
enough to warrant 
marketing re- 


itrictions next year. 


On the other hand cotton farmers, 


Wallace said, realized "there was no 
prospect that foreign and domestic 
jutlays would take enough cotton to 
bring the supply down to manageable 
proportions without the continuation 
if existing control measures. 


Administration leaders expressed be- 


lief that the cotton results would for- 
tify the present farm act against critics 
in the new congress. The referenda 
had been watched as a test of the at- 
titude of Southern farmers toward the 
New Deal's theory that agriculture 
prosperity could best be attained by 
governmental regulation of produc- 
tion and sales. They afforded the first 
such test since the administration suf- 
fered losses in the Midwestern corn 
and wheat belts at the November 
elections. 


A tabulation of about 90 per cent of 


the expected ballots gave 940,393 votes 
for cotton marketing quotas a~nd 177,- 
855 against. This exceeded the two- 
thirds majority, necessary to put the 
quotas into effect by about 18 per cent. 
It fell short, however, of the 92 per 
cent majority accorded 1938 quotas in 
a referendum last March. 


With about 90 per cent of the ex- 


pected returns tabulated, the tobacco 
referendum gave 130,372 for quotas and 
98.658 against, or a 56.9 per cent ma- 
jority thut fell considerably short of 
the required two-thirds margin. Quo- 
tas for this year's crop had bc^n ap- 
proved by a majority of 86 per cent. 


Latest tabulations from the rice elec- 


tion, representing about two-thirds of 
(he anticipated vote, showed quotas 
trailing by a count of 3,452 to 3.812, or 
almost 20 per cent short of the neces- 
sary majority. This w;is the first time 
producers of this crop had balloted on 
a marketing control program.

lished in 1881. Immediately the French 
began extensive developments and the 
need for laborers was acute. The Ital- 
ians flocked in, for Sicily was only 100 
sea miles from Tunis. The French 
took the role of employer, and the 
Italian of empoyee, competittion with 
the native Arab. 


laly wanted to keep her sons and 


daughters Italian—have them speak 
Italian, go to Italian supported schools, 
and share in the government of the 
Protectorate. France

Gallicized. 


The problem grew more and more 


complicated up until three years ngo. 
when it was believed a final compro- 
mise had been reached. 


Both school and nationality issues 


were conceded to the Itaalians until 
1965. when automatitc French nation- 
alization of Ittalian Tuisians was to 
take place and when all schools %vere 
to become French. 


Mussolini seemed satisfied nnd both

The powers allowed Italy to take 


Libya, next door to Tunsia. in 1912, anc! 
she helped herself to Ethiopia in 1936. 
Neither country is suited to coloniza- 
tion. Italy must expand or explode, 
because of surplus population. She 
needs to supplement her food supply 
and essential resources. 


The resulting situation is this: 
Germany succeeded at Munich and 


hopes in time to get back her forfeited 
African colonies. She Yriay be sympa- 
thetic with Italy, although the1 Franco- 
German pact may delay or obvioate 
direct support. 


If Italy were in Tunisia, she would 


have nearly complete control of the 
Mediterraneaen. 
Britain could not 


stand for that. 


France has to protect her invest- 


ment in Tunisia, as well as in Alberia 
and Morocco. Her manpower in the 
event of a war must be supplemented 
from her colonial possession. The Tu- 
nisian harbor of Bizerta and the pow- 
erful Karouba airbase are wartime 
essentials.

may be more readily enforcable in the 
next decade. California already has 
such a reciprocal law. States where 
one may be sued for taxes have in-1 
creased in the last few years.

It will have 
been most useful if it has directed at- 
tention to that great field of law to
